Never 
cultivate or hoe beans when the foliage is wet from dew or rains, as it will cause rust. Where beans 
have not previously been grown on the land it is valuable to use NITRAGIN.

All white seeded beans need careful planting for early crops as they do not 
stand cold ground like colored beans. Early bush beans can be planted up to August Ist in the

Cauliflower and broccoli do best 
in a rich, loamy soil, not a cold, wet location. Plant 2% to 3 feet in rows and 3% feet between rows. 
Before the heads are large enough to be exposed to the light, tie or break the leaves carefully over 
the head to keep out the light. Great care should be used in growing plants of any of the Snowball 
type that they receive no severe check in their growth, as this will cause premature heads.
